1« Background! 

The DC/$fi/7/D0Bj / ^ President of the 

BVR, M. Abr»£j^hik» in PaP^STtn December 19$$ while on a REDSQX operetianal 
survey tripJ^ ^eacpressed the view that the D.S. Coverrwsnt 

waa deeiroue^ maintalning^Qntinaed oontact with the BNfi« The DC of DOB 
further noted that the possibility of running BED602 operations in oonjuaotion 
«id with the knowledge of the BNR was possible} not on the bilateral arrange^* 
sent which existed dLLring tbs 1P^1P% period^ but rather one of unilateral 
action control solely by the O.S. aoremiaenti the only exception to this 
arrangement being the dlspoeitlon of the intelligenoe "take*” If during the 
course of any operational aotlvity employing BBS assets* both internal end 
external* Infonnation received of value to the BMR would be relayed to theau 
M* Abrantohik agreed to thie arrangement and further talks In ?kt±b were 
terminated wi^ the understanding that speolfio operational details and 
plannixtg vould be continued in the U»S* upon the arrival of Abramtchftl( later 
in the year* 

2* 10 Septesd>ert 

a* Abramtchik arrived in the U*S* In August but did not meet with 
SS/l/VOB staff officers until 10 September 1P56* Ihe period between hie 
actual arrival in the U*S* and tha 10 September date was devoted to 
diseossione with the American Cosnlttee in New fork re the Paris Bloc of 
which Abramtchik la and to BMR organisational activities in 

Toronto* Cmsada* Abrsmtchik was met at the Union Station Tlarminal by 
the undersigned case officer and taken to tha Raleigh Hotel where he 
stayed during tha entire course of the dlsouealons* 



b* In order to spare OSB/I/DGB and the DC/sVT/DOB unneoessary 
aocpoeure to the dLaleot.ios of former AEQJQB operations and their soamwhat 
unpleasant and abi*upt coneloeions* the vndersigned oase officer met with 
Abramtchik alone* Those pre-conference diseussione were most setisfaotory 
and afforded the undersigned an opportunity to regain soma of the rapport 
which had been loot with the euspension of joint BNI^CIA operational aotivi- 
ties in lP5b* It mist be noted that Abramtchik appeared to be oonpletely 
in a forgiving mood and the discussions of former AEQUOR operations were 
satisfactorily ooneluded* No mention vas made of the ^30*000 due to the 
BMR aa the beneficiary on the insuranoe arrangement made with the mendbere 
of AECJJQR team 2* 

0* Ihe new operational oosiferenoe began in a general fashion* 
Abramtchik atterpted to bring the undersigned up-to-date on his politioal 
activity* He told of his subsequent x^appointment as chairman of the 
Parle Bloc and its futile negotlatlone with the American Oaonlttee* 










As a natter of gex^eral Interesti Abramtohlk Indloated that the American Coa»» 
nittse was still doninated by Aissian inpsrlalistlo thinking^ and ha was very 
scaptioal that the Paris Bloo would work in oonjuaotion with the Anerioan 
Ooonittee since the latter group still insisted on a non-predeterndnation 
policy. 

d. Turning to operational detailsj Abramtohlk asked the case 
offioer whether or not it was in hie power to stop the immigration of an 
IndlvlduaX whom the Byelorussian agent innlgratlon felt was a Soviet agent. 

He was told that this aetlyity did not fall into the porviow of the oase 
officer. However^ if he would be willing to relate ^ details^ would 
be poeslble to transmit them to tt-«8 interested people. Abramtohlk began by 
stating that an individual by the name of BlUCSVIOH or BELXEVIGH now living 
in Pai^ was attesg)tlng to inadgrate to the U.S. As far os Abramtohlk laiew^ 
this person had already been granted a visa and was prsparlxig for his trip 
to the U.S. The derogatory information as expressed by Abramtohlk ie as 
foUowst 

In l$hf> BE1£EVICK was a eorstant eooqpanlon of a suspeoted HIS 
agent by the nans of Alexander TATSC7ICH» abent SO years of age» now 
residing In Cleveland^ Ohio. lATSEVXCH was bom in Minsk and earns 
to the U.S. about 3 months ago. ibrlor to Workd War II he had been a 
teacher in the Soviet Onion. Immediately upon his arrival In the U.S.^ 
XA1SE71CH began a violent canpalgn agalnat the existing Byeloxueelan 
church In develaod. Abramtchik noted that the younger elenants of 
this dmrch group were planning to infUot phyeioal punlshoent on 
TaTSE? 1CH. Abramtohlk dlsoaded this brash move^ and the desire to 
hurt IAT8EVICH manifested Itself in a social shunning. BELKEVXCH, 
according to Abramtohikt seemed to be under tiie influence of TATSKVICH. 

Ha was known to be a oonetant oonpanion of TAXSSVICH while they were 
in BuropOf and TATSEYICH sponsored BHiCEVICH'e Inedgration to the U.S. 
Abrantehlk euepeote that BSLKEVXCH nay have blaokaail material on 
TATSEVICH since BEUOn^CH was known to be a student at what Abramtohlk 
termed a **spy school” in Austria run by the Soviets in 1^6. 

e. Another Cl p ossi bility existed in Canada among the Byelorussian 
groiq>e. Ibere^ Vladimir VXXKOVSKX> an orthodom priest frea f^anosy iisnigrated 
to Canada uxidsr the auspices of the GHMABA organisation which the Byeloruselm 
iamigratian feels is a coarainist front. Abra^hik noted that in 1^U6 and 
19U7 FINK0V3KX had indicated his tntenUens of going to the USSR. However, 

be issdgrated to Australia and became prominent in Byelorueelan politics In 
Australia, prior to his arrival in Canada. 



3. 11 September 19!^; 

^ a. Wbijs in Munich, Abramtchik had contact with^ T He 

asked'l' the latter could arrange for the transfer of the BMH 

arehivsy to a safe holding area preferably the U.S. Ihls infomatlon was 
j relayed to the undeireigned via cable. The only stipulations set dom by 
A j Abramtchik were that in the event of Byeloxtiasian independence these ax*chlvss 
^ j would be returned to the legal owners since they contained treaties, political 
I negotiations and other historioal documents from the period 1917 to 21. 

1 Abramtchik inherited these files from President Zakharesuk upon the 

President's death in 19 I 4 U in Germany. Abramtchik smuggled more valuable

papers of tbe archives among bis personal belongings to fiance and kept them 
hlddsK in Paris until the end of the German ocoupation* Ihe seoond stipula- 
tion was for the ralcrofilining of the original documents by the U,S« and having 
them oatalogaed under the supervision of a BIR historian, preferably 
Dr. Vitaut tumash. However, /ibramtchik said this na^ter was not urgent. 



b. At this point of the ecxiferenee, Abranitohik asked the under- 
signed case officer for a **friend to friend” discussion. The case officer 
stated that he was honored to be so considered. Abrantchik began by asking 
whether or not he should arrange for the innlgratiaa to the U.S. of his 
wife and son. The case officer indicated that although this was Abrantcliik* s 
personal affair and no attempt was being made to prejudice him in favor of 
an Amerioan ironlgratlon, the fact that his family would be in the U.S. would 
ensure the safety of his famLly and give Abramtohik peace of nlnd. Abramtohik 
agreed. It was the opinioi of the undersigned that Abrantchik* s mind was 
already made up, and he was seeking nothing more than a confimation of his 
views. The bmeflts of American education for his son, who is now 3 years 
old, and the oo^anienship offered among the Byelorussian ianigration In 
New York for his wife were offered as additional incentives in favor of the 



proposed immigraticn. Abrantchik then asked idiether or not the 09se offlr^ 
could assigt in the proposed inmlgrati^* ^ wA^.^ld to oontaot ^ 

^ Abramtehik knows as V ^t the Fails eid>asw/ ^ 

mver~ ^egln the action. If it "Scones necessary to assist in the move, 
the Wdersignd would be more than glad in helping from this end. Abramtohik 
expressed scam ooneexn about an attempt on his life by the RIS which he felt 
was possible at any moment. He further expressed some anxiety about the 
welfare of his wife and child living in a Paris suburb. Ho then began to 

advantages of living in the U.S. and stated that hs would contact 
Q -^opon hie return to Paris by the middle of Novembar. 



c. One of the first items on the agenda was the discussion of a 



reserve group of Byelorussian enigrees who could be used in a ”hot” war 
situation. The proposed cadre group, Abramtohik was told, would be used 
only in the event of a **hot" war and in support of U.S. military objectives. 
The pl«, as outlined to Abramtehik, visualised a group of 10 to 15 
Byelorussians under the leadership of a PA, whether they be of the BNR 
nsittMrBhip or not, who could be spotted, recruited, assessed, and placed 
into nationality groupe which would be organised under project ASRBABT. 
Basioally, the plan would take these persons from their permanent geographic 
Icoatlona to a previously designated site, i.e». Ft. Bragg, and give then 
taro weeks training. Under this arrangement, it would be possible for the 
cadre group to be contained as a trained unit to develop an Esprit de corps . 
The two week training would be given during the nomal vacation perioef wd 
would provide excellent cover. Ihe only obligation on the part of the 
cadre nenbers would be to write to a letter drop and apprise the case 
officer of any changes In their personal status. 



d. Abramtohik was asked to subodt a list of persox|B in the 
Byelorussian inmlgration in the U.S. whom he felt would be an asset to 
this activity. Abramtohik expressed his intense desire to foster this 
activity and deemed it one of the most essential activities that oan be 
undertaken during the cold war phase of world politics. He injected, 
somei^t bitterly, the fiasco of earlier attang)t8 at the formation of a 
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cadre in Germany* He was reassured that these two approaches had nothing 
7 • in conmon as far as organisation and disposition was concerned. Abraatohik 

subsided in hie attack and fiaally dropped the subject* He agreed to furnish 
the case officer with as many names as he could obtain* He repeatedly asked 
whether or not the names could includa Individuals now located In Ganadat 
England* France* Belgium* Oemany and Australia* He was told that the 
plan* as envisaged at Xhm present time* must renain praetioal and it 
oartalnly would not be practical to alert the elements in foreign countries 
in the event the activity is not approved* Abramtchik began a historical 
^ summary on the need for cadre groups* noting that Qennany end ffttssla had 

been preparing such elements prior to World War II and were still in the 
prooaaa of developing this activity* Re cited the example of the Russian 
partisan groups during World War II and the German occupation of Paris* 

e* However* he reserved any direct answer until he could speak to 
: Dr* Boris Ragula* his former operations chief* now residing In Canada* 

Abramtchik kept insisting that Ragula knew the location of any worthwhila 
[i ' personalities and their status better than he* Since the undarelgned was 

most anxious to meet with Ragula* it was proposed that telephone contact 
be mode with Ragula and that he be requested to cone to Washington 
immediately for the talks* ibramtchik expressed the fact that he was 
• ^ ^ aware that a war in the near future is highly inprobable* but indicated 

that oadre of approximataly a battalion strength should be organised* He 
was informed that this was Ispractieal as was attested 3 years ago* and a 
smaller group designed to perform the original functions outlined in 19^3 
should be organised*

I a* After several phone calls to H a ii^ton * Abramtchik finally con- 

tacted Boris Ragula* Ragula Infonoed Abramtchik that it would be rather 
difficult for him* Ragula* to cone to Washington on such short notice since 
he had patients to whom he mist attend* and ha could not find another 
doctor to taka over his calls* However* as It dsveloped* Ragula was able 
to maJce arrangements and plamed to arrive the following day* 13 September* 
at 1000 hours* A fog delayed the flight and Ragula finally came to Washington 
at l5l5 hours* He xegistered at the Raleigh Hotel and utilised the double 
roos i^ch Abramtchik had been using* 




b* Prior to the actual airlval* the undersigned oase officer began 
to discuss the possible fate of the remaining masers of AEQUOR Team n 
with Abramtchik* Ho mention was made of the $30*000 insurance which would 
be due to the Byelorussian National Council (WR) as the legal beneficiaries 
under the will made out by the members of Team 2 prior to their dispatch* 
(This amount is now being covered under Project AEPRIMER* Abramtchik* 
during the entire course of the conversation* felt that the team is now 
either captured or dead. When asked upon idiat he based this deoision* he 
said that he was acquainted personally with all of its members* and if 
they were alive they would either have exfUt rated or made contact through 
other means* A rather sketohy review of the W/T traffic was given to 
Abramtchik* ) 





o* Regarding his Chief of Operations* Boris Ragula* Abramtchik 
indicated that hs was not satisfied with Ragula *s Immigration to Canada* 
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He felt that Hagula'a aperstiotml talents vculd have best been utilised in 
Europe* Hoeever^ he noted that he had no control over the situation and 
since Byelorussian RCDSOX operations were at their lowest ebb, there was 
no logical xeason for Ragula to remain* He felt that the only reason 
Hagula had inmigrated to Canada was because of unsatisfactory case officer/ 
principal agent relationship* He hastily added that Ragula 's move was 
soeawhat impulsive* 

d* The conversation returned to the matter of a principal agent 
to take the place of Ragula* Abramtohik stated that Ragula should remain 
knoNledgeable of all aotivitiesi however^ the 8 ugt>eetion made by the case 
officer that a principal agent be nominated in the U*S* with whom periodic 
. contact would be maintained was acceptable to Abramtohik* His first 
^''s^esUon was an individual naasd ^Fh^KARLIAK* Abramtohik said that 
this person was a devoted naticnalist» MxaSSntSSi well^edaoated, end had 
an inclination to want clandestine work* He had never been exposed to 
operations and would reVpxire training* A s econd person named by Abramtohik 
as a possible PA was Dr* Stanislas HRTNnBVICZ* now rssiding in Philadelphia* 
According to Abraatchik^ HRIRKIDincZ is about 4 O years old and a man who had 
shown extreme courage daring the Kasl occupation of Byelorussia* Abramtchik 
refleoted that it was upon Dr* HRZNKXEWXCZ's testimony before a Nasi military 
toribunal that hoj Abrantchiki received house arrest as punishment rather then 
being executed. Dr* URfNKIEk^CZ had indicated that he would be willing to 
do anything in the way of aiding in the stniggle against the Soviets* He 
told Abramtohik that he would be willing to accept a eonnlsslcn In the U*3* 
Amor as a Major in the Medical Corps if Abramtohik felt that this would aid 
in the struggle^ his logic being that he could be stationed at Valter Reed 
Hospital in Vashlngtouj D*C* The undarsigned advised against suoh an action 
since it was felt that If Dr* HBXKKIEHICZ had any potential, his primary 
datiea to the Army would preclude his value to other activities which may 
necessitate travel* Abramtchik agreed and the matter was ended* 

e* In the general discussion following the selection of PA's and 
while awaiting the arrival of Ragula^ Abramtchik asked whether or not it 
would be possible for the undersigned case officer to relate to the 
interested area Branch or desk the name of Said Bey SAHIL> Feyzullah 
Efendi Sokak 1513> Fatlh^ Istanbul^ IVirkey* According to Abramtohik^ this 
man is a civilian and is the grandson of the famous SAMIL who fought in 
the struggle against the Riissiane and the Turics* He is a Circassian* 

Said Bey has been in contact with Abramtchik through Paris Bloc activities 
end indicated in a rather general fashion that while Abramtchik was in the 
a*S*> if he had any oentaet with the American intelligenoe officials, to 
pass the word that "we oould do antl-Bolshevlk work*” Abramtchik stated 
that Said Bey said earlier that he had been in contact with American Xntelli- 
genoe in Turkey* Howevery the people were young and imature and were not 
definite in their proposals* He stated that he had indigenous contacts 
within the Caucasus and had people available in Iran and Af^umlstan for 
infiltration* He said that the HTS was doing some work in this field, but 
that would ruin the potential* Said Bey further said that this work nnut 
be done without the knowled^ of the Turks* This Information was paeeed to 
OSB/l/lXB andf f 
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f. Dr« Borla Ragula arrived at approocimately 163 O houra* The case 
officer, at first, found hizD to be a fairly opLiicnated person » Since hie 
last contact with any American IntelUganoe officer was rather strained. It 
was anticipated that the meeting would be a contlnuatloa of the relationship 
ejqperieneed in liunlch* However, during general introductory dlscussiocis with 
Hagula, the ease officer found him to be receptive to suggestions although he 
still maintained a slight air of superiority* The case officer and the two 
prlndpaX agente vent to an early dinner to insure adequate time to prepare 
the ground work for concrete operational proposals upon the arrival of 
During the dinner, the probleiBB of past operations were 
recanted and both parties agreed that many nlstakeB had been nadst..^ 
again WM critical of the way he bad been handled 
P ^ In fact, he stated* the reason for his imnig^tlon to Candoa rather 



P n In fact, he stated, the reason for his imni|^tlon to Canada rather ^ 
H^han t0S n*S* was prompted by this uspleasant association* He Indioated that 
these men did not understand his problems and they told hin they were merely 
acting upon the orders of Headquarters* Ragula* s attitude was somewhat 
tenpered when he was told that the undersigned ease officer was the Head* 
quarters man of whom he had been so critical* It was explained to Ragula 
that the insecure method of assessment, recruiting, and general **8loppy** 
handling of Byelorussians at Louvain proBipted the curtailment of Byelorueslan 
RED6QI aetivities* The undersigned stated that he hoped both parties had 
learned a lesson. At this point, Ragula added, "Wbat is past is past* 

Millions of people have been lost in wars and we most carry on our activity 
regardless of t^oraxy setbacks," He would weXcomskthe opportunity to woxlc 
with the underslg^d case officer *P ( joined the group at 2100 

hours* The infoxuaticn which had wen related to AOTsmtehik was repeated for 
the sake of Ragula, i*e*, hot war planning, recruiting, and setting up of a 
PA spotting system among the By elo rueslans, andJthe need for finding acceptable 
candidates for REDSQX miaaians*/^ H reviewed some of the new 

technical methods available at tub present tiiod*ior In/ezfUtratlan and the 
higher degree of success which could be assured* The undersigned told Ragula 
that the earlier operatl.cxial planning which envisioned a two or three year 
stny within the Soviet (Allan was cot practical and anyone undertaking a 
RED80X miseion now would be in the Soviet Union for a period of no more than 
three or four weeks. This meeting lasted until 2330 hours and resulted in 
the foUowingt

into the eeonaoio or the culture of Argentine* As far as Australia Ig 
co n cerne d , Abreatehik held high hopes for this araa noting that the
